of the ^h Councilin the iMi^an. Thevidation of Pi^ 
lickFaith, was aUb decreed by anodierof dieir General 
Councils at Canfianctt, in which, notwithftamling die S4f.i9. 
fiifecoijduft that Sigifmund had granted'to JohiWiJJe 
and 7^»=^^^ ^ ^raffte^ care was not only taken that 
they mould be burnt s but they made it a (landing Rule 
for the time to come, That the Hereticks came to die 
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place of Judgment, trafting to thar tete conduct, and' 
would not have come without it 5 yet* the* Prince who 
granted it, was under no Obligation by it,but the Church 
might proceed' to Cenfiires and Puniihment. By thefe 
Decrees, Cruelty and Treachery are become a part of 
their. Dodrine, and they may join them to dieir Creed, 
upon as good Eleafons as they can (hew for many of their 
other AdditionJ.. . 

The Nature of Man is not yet iiink Co low, as eaffly to 
hear thefe things without horror: therefore it is fit they 
fhould be kept among the Secrete of their Religion, tiU 
a fit opportunity ap|)ear, in which they may (erve a turn x 
,and then we need not doubt but they will be Imade^ u(e 
o£ If any will be fo charitable to their Church, as;not. 
eafily to believe this, the Hiftory of ^ the P*-//?^ Mafla- 
ere may (atisfie them to the full : which Tiuanm lays^ 
was a Pitch of Barbarity beyond any thing that former 
Ages had ever feen : And if the Irijb Mapicre^ flowing, 
from the fame Spirit, and tjie (ame Principles, had not 
gone beyond it, we might have reafonably concluded, 
that itt could never be matched again. But we may be 
taught from fuch Precedients, what we ought to expeft^ 
when ever we are at the mercy of Perfons of that Reli^ 
gion, who, ifthey be true Sons of the Chxxschoi RomCy 
muft renounce both^ Faith and Mercy to all Hereticks..

rands the iji^ and Hettry r he 
2^, the froteftant Religion got great footing in Frattce^ 
the ufoal feverities of the Church of Rome were then 
employed to extirpate it 5 yet tho their Numbers were ' 
very great, and the Perfecution raoft fevere, they made 
no refiftance. But upon the death oi Henry the 2d^ Ca- 
therine de Medici^ the Queen Mother,^ with the Cardinal 
q£ Lorrain^ .zxi^ t\it Dukeof G»//e, took the Govern- 
ment in their Hands 5 pretending thatthe King (Francis j, 
the 2^J' was of Age, being thenfixteen. . The Princes 
of the Blood on the other hand alleadged, That the King- ^^^ ^^ftra 
dom ought to be under a Regency till the King was at tr!tt]n''wpi,i 
leaft 22 Years of Age : Since Charles the 6tb had hQ^n tht Htad, ^ t 
admitted at that Age to the Government, as a particular ^t^!^^^'''^ 
mark of their efteem of him: So that tho the Age oimo^Hifron. 
Majority was at 1 5 Years, and that was a Angular excep- ^jf ^^^A 
tion fromageneralRule, yet at furtheft, it (hewed that JvIxx^^^aL 
the King could not affume the Government before he/ ^ 8 1 . 
was two iand twenty. 

'^ It was alfo an undoubted Right of the Princes of the 
Blood to hold the Regency, during the Minority of 
their Kings: and to adminifterit, by the Direction of 
die Parliaments, and the Aflembly of the States^/ Up- 
on thefe Pomts, many things were written on both fidei^ 
The Princes of the. Blood pretended, they were exclu- ^^^^^' 
ded from the Government, againft Law, and upon that '^°*^^* 
were projeding how topoflels themfelves of thePowerj 
which, with the Perfon of the King, were violently 
kept from them. But the Prince ofConde being advifeil 
to it,, by Coligny then Admiial 6i France^ did alfo de- 
clare for mitigating the Severities againft the Proteftants. 
This being the Cafe, that the Point was truly difputa- 
ble, no Man can blame the Proteftants for joining 
with their Friends againft their Enemies. And yet this 
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' Plot was driven no fiirther^ than an endeavour to take 
imamf. ^^ ^"S ^^* ^^ ^^ rands rf l>is Mother^ and the Bro- 
tezerayi ^^^^ oiLarrain^ who wer? all Foreigners. The chief 
Promoter of it was a Pa pift, Renatiay^ and it was dif^ 
covered by Avenvelles 5 who tho he was moft firm to his 
Religion, being a Proteftant, yet having an averfion to 
all plots, revealed it out of fcruple of C^ilcience. 

Soon after this Difcovery, rrmcis die "id died 5 and 
his Brother that (ucceded him, Chmks1^^t ^tb waswidi- 
out difpute under Age, he not being then full eleven 
years cAd. And according to the relblution of many 
great Lawyers, in the cafe of his Brother, the Kingdom 
ought to have been tinder a R^ncy, during all the 
Wars that preceded the Maf&cre, for he was ttien but 
two and twenty. At firft it was agreed to, that the 
King of NavarrCy as the firft Prince of the Blood, ought 
to be Regent 5 but he being wrou^ on, by the 
Queen Mother and her Party, and drawn over.to them, 
the Lawyers were again fet to examine. How far the 
Power ci the Recent did extend : Many publifiied their 
Opinions, That the other Princes of the Blcx^ ought to 
have their (hare in the Regency,, and that the Regents 
might be checkt by the Courts of Parliaments, and were 
(ubjed to an Aflembly of the States. 

The chief Point ct State, then under Confideration^ 
was. What way to proceed with the Proteftants, whkb 
Numbers grew daily, and were now more confiderable, 
havii^ (uch powerfol Heacls. A fevere Edift came out 
againft them in Jffly 1 5 6 1 , condemning all Meetings for 
R^igious WoHhip, except thofe that were celebrated 
with the Rites of the Church of Rome^ bani(hing all the 
Protcftant ^finifters, and appointing the Bi(faops to pro- 
ceed againft Hereticks^ with this only mitigadon of former 
Cruelties, ThatBani(lWnt(bouklbetheliigbdftPun](h- 
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meot. But iA» Nation could not bear the Execution of 
this : So next January there was a great Affanbly cal- 
led of the Princes of the Blood, the Privy Gounfellors, 
aod eight Courts of Parliament, in which the Edift that 
carried the name erf" the Month, was pafled. By it, the 
firee exerdfe of that Rd^on was tolerated, and the 
Magi(lrates were required to pani(b all who flbould hin^ 
der or interrupt It. 

Not long after that, the Duke of Guije did difturb a 'D^Ha.Mh.. 
Meietii^ of Pratefbmts at Vajfy^ as he was^on his Jour- 
ney to 7arif^ his SeSrvants began with reproachfiil 
w<xds, and from thde they wentto blows. It ended ina 
throwing ofStonespae of which hurt the Duke^ but that « 
was (ererely jicveng^ about 60 were killed, and 200 
wounded,nb A^ or Sescbeing fpared. Upon this he en- 
couraged tbeTk)latk>n of the Ecud every where ^ (bthat 
it was untverfilhr broken. The King ofNaiu^re joined 
wttfa hiffl m thdc Comics ^ but the Prince diCmde^ that 
was nest to ium in the Royal Bkxxl, declared for the 
Edid^s : Many great Lawyers were <rf opinion. That the 
Hegeott Power was not ib vaft as to (ufpehd, or break 
theEdid, and that therefore the People might follow 
any Peifon, much more the next Prince of the Blood, • 
in defence of it. This Pka was yet ftroi^, before the 
Year endod^for the King of Nmane bcu^ killed, the 
Prince of Cpffde was then by the Law of France the 
Ri^ttfiil B^egent : So that ^ the Wars that followed 
afD^-waids, till the Year 1570, had this to be (aid for 
tlnam. That in the Opinioa of very Learned Mct, the' 
Kii3g was all th^ while under Ape, diat the Edi^ were 
broken, the fongdoro goretnccTby a Woman, and Fo-^ 
reigners, againft Caw, andthat the lawfiil Rwent wascx- 
eluded from the Gofwetnment ; which made fcing James^ 
whofe Judgment is not toJjcfulpeited inthis Cafe, al- 
ways 



ways juftify the Proteftatits in Franct, and excufe them y^ 
from Rebellion.* ' 

This is a piece of Hiftory little underftood, and ge- 
nerally made ufe of to blemifti the Refiwination ; there- i 
fore I thought it neceflary to introduce the following 1 
Relation, with this juft account of thefe Wars, that were ' 
the pretended grounds with which the Houi^ ofGuiJe 
covered their own Ambition, and hatred of the Family j 
qS Byrbon. ' 

After France had (ufFered all the Miferies which a 
courfe of Civil Wars, for ten years tc^ether, carries af- 
ter it, the King was advifed to let on foot a Treaty of 
Peace 5 not fo much outof a defign to quiet Matters by 
a happy fetdement, as to enfiiare the Proteftants into 
fome fatal Trap, in which they being catched, might be 
(afely and eafily deftroyed. The cmef Authors of this 
advice, were the Queen Mother, the Cardinal of -Lvr^/^, 
the Duke of Nevers^ the Count q£ Rets^ and Birague 3 
the laft three were Italians^, and fo better fitted both for 
defigning and carrying on fo wicked a Council, to which 
the Duke of AftjoH^ afterwards Henry the third, was alfo 
admitted. ^"^ 

r " They (aid the extirpation of Herefy might be done 
^' much cheaper than by a Civil War. It was fit firft to 
^ grant the Proteftants what conditions they defined, then 
*' to treat them with all poffible kindnefe 5 by which their 
** Jealoufies were to be once extinguiftied 3 and a con- 
^ fidence being begotten in them j then to draw the chief

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Femmpdi^r^Y^ .Pope T/«f the 5 w had always oppofed 
itjbut upon the Gzrdmilc£AIexaffdiia's rcturh cb Rom, 
who went to affift in the Ciondave, vrlaete Gregory the 
iStb waschofen, the new Pope, eafily grafted the Bull, 
■ which was believed to have flowed from the Information 
he received frpip 'that drdinal, of the Kin^V Defigh in 
*thisMarrjage, which to be i(ure his Holiftell woiila nei- 
ther obftriid nor delay. So the Bull bdrig fent to the 
Cardinal of ''Burhot/, the day was fet, and the chief 
beads of the Proteftants were.alV drawn into Pam, part- 
ly to affift at therfolemniries of a Marriage, "which they 
hoped would put an end to all tjieir troubles; partly to 
get Charges in the Army, which aU People believed 
would be commanded by the Admiral. Only many of 
the hotteft of them had followed Jenhs and La Noije into 
Ftattders^ where it was intended to',*ttbandpn them to 
the cruelty of the Duke of Jfeif, who had intercepted - 
and cut offa great Body of them eommand«d«» by Jenlis. 
The Admiral preffed the King, to declare the War im-' 
mediately. i forefeeingtliat unlefs it followed fuddenlv 
his Fjiends that haid furpriied thefe Towns, would l>e 
deftroyed, and the whole Defign fpoiled. But the 
King put him off with delays, in which he expreffed 
much, confidence in him, by telling him the fecret 
grounds he had to diftoift dmoft every Perfbn about 
him ; and that therefore he mrift of neceffiity fettle his 

Court and Councils . firft, bdbre he cduld enter upon 
luch a War. '■ 

^But now the Defign beingripe, the Duke of G«//?, to 
whom It had altpiseen communicated, was employed to 
gather many defperate Men about him, who might 
be fit to execute all Orders ; and the thing getting into 
more hands, took wind, fo that they at 'RM being in- 
termed of fome fufpicious Paflages, wrote to the AdSiral,

Civil War. His Authority was fo great.ani hit Expe^ 
r^e fo approved ihat the w^e Party fubmitted to • 
his Judgment : An^ he got fome Cautionary Towns, • 
th^ wer^by the Treaty of Peace to be reftored at the 
endoftwo Ifears, to be delivered : up three. Weeks be- 
fpre^he time was elapfed : Only the RcdeJ^ers -were 4 • 

hetle more apprehenfive, and would not ' receive a ' 
Garrilon. 

On the 17 th of Afigujl wag the Kingof ^«;4w Mar- - 
ried, and four days were fpent in all the gallant Diver- 
fions, that arc ufual on fuch Oecaflons, but were now 
performed with more thaa ordinal^ Munificence- and ' 

Hitherto the Mine was working under-ground, and ■ 
now It was time for it to play. There was nothing 
eould be blamed in.tbe Condud of the^ ProteflantSi,- but ^ 
too much Candour and toogieat Confidence.: They 
knew they defigned nothing, but the quiet of theilr 
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Country, and the grcatnefi of the Crown. Thiey 
were ca joVd with the moft engaging tokens of Triend- 
'{hip, that ever were (hewed on any fiich Occafion 5 
they thought the King was fincere, and being then but 
coming to be of Age, was taking new Mealures. And 
he had ib covered dae Cruelty of his Temper, with a 
fhew of good Nature, diat they expedcd they fliould 
be mdft happy udder him. And for the. Queen-Mo- 
ther, dw tnqr knew her too well to put any confidence 
in hers yet her Paffion for herTamily, and her Re- 
venge for the poyfonkig of her^ Daughter, made them 
tbUK (diey were alfo well tffmed of her. And indeed 
fod^aind fo refin'd a DKfi^ulation was perhaps ne- 
ver befbxic afljed. There was but ^ part of the Kiiws 
Depc^dasent dbt coiuld give any ground for J^aloufe^ 
the horrid and blalj^mous Oaths and Impre^tibn^, 
which he made ufe of on all diDcaiions to permSte th^m 
of the reality of his Prc^ffions 5 ^which always raife 
&(^ion in foberand wary Pcdbns. The(e%eKing 
ufel fo fequcndy, that die Writett of that Time^-{ay,V 
That hs &laom ipdie three words without fome terrible 
Oath, or blaiphemous Exprcffion, which from |ji^ 
ill Example^ was ib fpread over' all France^ that none 
bntthcFrotejlants^ fooke iii any other ftrain. 

But now when it tell under Confidcration, how their 
Defigns flaoidd be Executed, the Queen with her two 
lulim Gonfidcnt;8, the Count <k Rets , and "^irague^ 
who^ next tothe ^mefiants^ hated the Honfe of Guifi 
beyond all the World, yet diffembling it moiiartifid- 
ally 5 intended that the buGnefs (hould be fo managed 
astorviincboth th6?mefiants^ and that JFamay at once; 
Therefore they thought, that if fome of their Follow^ 
ers would Aflaffinate the Admiral, the T^rotejiams would 
kurn their Revenge on them, and they knew the Pari- 
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JEfUtr, wiHilGtl)^ etiSIy moved to vk j^jonft the Tr«f ^ 
Jt4uitsi, and ib tiiey reck<M)ed, that itan attempt was 
mMe upcHathc Ackmral, by ajqr ^ the IXike of Giw/?* 
preatufes, his Party would prdcmly take a ftvete Re- 
venge oq the Head of lie Hooie of QniJK and ti>p Bw^ 
^^/ would be fi)on brouj^t (mt to demoy them. 

They oonoeakd this part of their Ddlgn, and in thfi 
Cabiaet-Coutidl oafy prQpQie4> tliat the Diike (^ Gwo'^ 
would €nd feme pencm to kill the Admind, which 
ibould pafilikeaa adof pnvate BOeveoge; tod tSbej 
iiud» they did not doubt, but the whoie p£uty wouU 
]q3«9n that take arms, and thevtiipQB» there would be a 
good colour ^veo, to bring out ri»e City erf" Tm$ up- 
90 them. The JPuke of Gnifihtastg young and hot, and 
boiling with BLeven^ for htt Father «Biood, undettoc^ 
k^ not conlidorii^ liiat hioi&lf might ^ptaSa. in the firft 
heiit of adion , as the Qpsen h<^)ed be {hooid. He 
j^jtx^'d oa Miwrwd^ who had ibnaecl^ a£b(9inated ano« 
ther t'erlbo, a»d f hcod hm. in the Hon& of cme that 
had been his Tutor, near St. German df Awtnt^ whece 
the Admiral u£ed to paf% as he went or came&cm the 
iMtvre. 

It was now necefl^ to execqte cheir Defign ^pricldy, 
for the Pra^antf were beg^anii^ to apprehoid feme 
danger. They few the King was vdCblved/ to let thde 
who had (urprized the Tovras in Flanders perilh, with* 
but (Ending them any RdSef The Adnml was refel-* 
ved to take leave within a few days: Ifis Friend, the 
Duke of MmtimrtMcy^ tho no T*ratejiata, yet faw the 
Storm coming, and retired to his Houfe: and many little 
Circumftances occurred,which ^ve them all juft caufe of 
fear: So the other Partyhad no time to lofe. ThereftM-e 
on xhc22d of A^«/?,alx)ut Noon as the Admiral was go- 
ing Home from the Court, trading a Paper that he bad 



in his haiidV the Aflaffinate that wa^laiA for him, (hot: 
him from the Houfe, where the E>uke o€ Gnije had, 
placed him ^ his Fuzee was diarged with three Bidlets, 
that were believed to* be poyfbned. One 6f thefe car- 
ried aWay part of tb^ Fore-finger of his right Hands 
the odier ftudi in his left Arm, and the third miffed . 
him; He received k with great prefence of mind, and 
pointed to the Houfe fiom whence it camej healfo 
fent oiie to the King to give hiia- notice of itj and then 
ordered his Arm to be bound up, and fo went Home 
leaning on his Servante. Some run to the Houfe and 
broke into it, but found none there, iiive a Isacouey^and 
a Maid, andtheFuxefe, which the MUrderer left behind 
him, when he made his efcape.- The King was ih' 
thp Tenis-Court when the news were brought him : He 
perfonated a ckep refentment, and (aid in a Tone that 
feemed foil of afflidion, and with a terrible Oath, Shaff^ 
I never have quiet ! and (b threw aw^ his Racquet, and 
went out in a rage. The EJuke of Guife did alfo counv 
terfeit Ckne Surprifer 

But they, miffed their defigns^ both ways, for neither 
was the Admiral killed, nor did the Pratejimts fly oiit into 
any diforden The King o£ Nanjorre and the Princie of 
G^de^ came upon this to the King to complain, antf 
defired leave to go out of Town, fince Men were not 
iafe fo near the Court. The King fcemed to refeht it, 
m6re than they did, and with the horribkft Oaths he^ 
could think (^ (wore he would execute focb a Revenge 
on all that were found guilty of it, whoever they were, 
that it ftiould never be forgotten 5 and defired them to 
ftay and be Witneflfes of it. The Qjieen-Mother made 
alfo (hew of inflaming bis Rage with moft veheipent 
Expr-eflions, fo that they were perfuaded to ftay. The 
King ordered the Murderer to be purfoed, the two Ser- 
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Tants to be Exaimned, and all me Gates c£Faris (ckr, 
cepttwojl tobekept ftiut. The Admirak carriage on 
tliisoccauon, wasluitable to the reft of his behaviour, 
and equal to what the greateft Heroes had ever fhewed. 
ifer/^r^*P^r^,the famous Surgeon, drefled his Wound,he 
madethe Ihcifion into his Arm, that he might take out 
the Bullet, and did cut off his Finger for fear of a Gan- 
green : ButhisSciflarsnot bdngiharp enough,he put hira 
to extream pain, and did not cut it off but at the thiixi 
reprife: during all which, the Admiral expreffed no 
impatience nor anger. But as Pari told Thuoftifs^ he, 
(aid to Mr. Mmt a Minifter that ftood by. Now I per^ 
ceive that lam bel^)ed of God^ jince I Juffer theje Wounds 
for his moft holy Name. And during the Operation^ 
he often repeated thefe words, my God^ jorfak^ me 
not^ and vpithdraw not thy wonted' Favour from me I And 
whilpered one that was holding his Arm, in the Ear, that 
he ftiould diftribute an' hundred Crowns among the 
poorofP^w. ' 

Next day i)^««^/, Coffe^ znd Villars^ came tovifitand 
copifort him, butconfefled it was needlefi, for he expref^ 
ied great refolution of mind andreadinefi to die, only h^e 
defired to fee the Kine, and fpeak with him before he diedL 
Damvil and Teligny ( the Admirals Son in Law ) carried 
this Meflage to the King, who very readily yielded to it. 
The Queen-Mother apprehending the great Genius of 
the. Admiral, and fearing left he mould turn her Son to 
better Councils, would needs go with the King. His two 
Brothers, with twelve of the chief Perfons in the Court, 
waited alfo on him, to make a (hew of putting the more 
Honour on the Admiral, but really to watch the King, that 
he might have no opportunity of fpeaking withhim alone. 
When the King came to his Bed-fide, he expreffed the 
greateft tenderneiS poffible, and in his Looks, and the 
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tone of hi j Voice coutitcrfeital a molt profound fiir- 

icr^, and feid to htm, Tam^ my ^ other ^ have ncehed the 

Wmffdy htft Ifiel the (mart of it^ and IP0HI pinip it in JL 

fivere a manner^ that the tike ^as never Jeen. The Adim- 

ral tanked him, andtddhim, Bv his Wound, he might 

well perceive, who were the Authors of the Troubles of 

France. He preffed him eameftly to go on with tlie War 

in 'Flanders^ and not leave all thofe Gallant Perfons to 

the Duke rfi^WsInfblence and Crueky, who had truft- 

ed to his Protection. He complained* of the Vioiatiott 

of the Ecfift in feveral parts of France 5 and defired the 

Jling, to confidet how mudi it concerned, him both in : 

Honout and Intereft, to keep his Faith inviolated. The 

King gave him fultaffiirances of this, but avoided the 

^ihoux^ c/( FfanderSy imd with repeated Oaths told 

him, he woutd punilfathis Faft againft him; as if it had 

been done agdinft hijctifelf Then "the Admu*al defired 

to :^k privately with the Kihg^ which lafted not long 5 

fer the (Wen-Mother, apprehending what the fubjeft 

€)f his fiSrourie might be, cati^e to the Bed-fide and 

told the King, that fe long a Converiation would much 

endanger the Admi^ls health, and fo broke it off. Yet 

iffeems, as ftiort as it v?as, it made fbme Impreffion, for 

when (he asked the King, what it wds that he had laid to 

him > He aaifwered, Hs had advijed him to Reign himfelf^ 

and he dpos refilved tv foDow it^ When this was over^ 

theKing asked the Admirals Friends, and.tlie Phvficiani 

many, queftions about his Health, and propofed for his 

greater fecurity, the carrying him to^ tiit Louvre. But 

the Phylicians iaid> :he could not be iafely removed. So 

after he had ftaied an hour he left him, during which 

fitte he aCted the part, he intended to pky^ fo well^ 

that aU the Witneffes-were fatisfied with the Sineerity 

and Paflionhe expteflfed. 



TEc Cowt of t^arliament eimminecl the Maid, and 
Lackqney, thsit were taken in theHoo^e £rom whende 
be was ibor^ about tlic Murtherer : and many prefump* 
aons appealed againft the Duke c€ Gnije^ whofe Ser- 
vants, they foand, had biroaght him to that Hloufe, and . 
had provided kn Horfe for his efcape. The Ring wrote 
diat iame day both to his Ambafladours in forr»gn part% 
and to the Governours of the Provincesj (hewing them 
wbat had beMen i^ Admiral, and how much he reient- 
edit The next day being thea?^^ the I>tke ofG^ifi 
and ht^ tliicfethe DvAe of -A^/^^e, came and defired leave 
to go out of Town. The King by his Looks and Carri- 
^ (eemed to abhor them 5 and laid, they migiht db 
what they.pleafed ^ but as they went away, he (aid,tibey 
fflightgo whither they would, biit he (houW fkid thetti = 
out^ if they appeared to be guilty of that Fad. AM lb > 
they mounted on Horfe-back and rode to the Port St; 
Aiih&ny^ as if they had intended to go out trf'Town, but 
eame badk toG»:rye-Aw/e • and began to raife a great ftir 
in Park. They called many about them, and fent their 
Agents ail over theTown, and feht Arms ^ divers pla- 
ces. When News of this was brought to the Admiral,, 
he fent to the Kitig to defire a Guard, fo 50 were lent 1 
under the Command of C^»i, one of hisT)itterelt EneJ^ 
miesi But tO cover the matter better, foroe of the King ; 
cfNdK^arres^ Stpfjfes^ were lent to Guard * within his 
Houfe. The King did aMb order all the Papiftsthat lay ' 
near his Houfe, to remove their Lodgings, that the PrcK- ^ 
ttftants might have convenicncy to be about him,' and 
gather together if there fhould be any Tumult. He zlUb 
deiired the King of Navarre^ and the Prince of Ctrnde 
Would gather about them their beft Friends^ that they \ 
might be prepared to defend theml€lvcs,in caie the Duke . 

oiGuifi Ihould raife any dilbrders.

All thk feetoed not only fincere,but kind 5 and by thefe 
^ Arts were the Proteftants, not only fecured from their' 
fears, but had great hopes raifed in them : And thus the 
greateft part or them were brought within the Net,that 
was laid for tbejir ruine. Only the Vice^Lord (or 7^- - "^' 
dam) ofCA^rti'e/ law through the difoiife: And a Coun- 
cil of their Party being held in the Aamirals Chamber, he 
(poke freely, and told them, the Admirals Wound was. 
the firft Aft of the Tragedy, and mpre would foon fol- 
low. Therefore he propofed, that he might be carried 
toCA^///iw, illashewas, in which there waslefidan- 
ger,than to ftay in a place where they and all their Friends 
would be fuddenly deftroyed. Teligny and others,that were, 
fully perfwaded of the Kings good Intentions, opppfed 
this much, ^d (aid, it would ftiewfocha diftruft of the 
King, as might for ever lofe him, that was then begin- 
ning to fevour their Party, But thcVida^ anfwercd,. 
that ftay who would, he would not ftay longer than tp. 
Morrow, for he was affured their ftay would be fital to, 
themlHves, and all their Friends. 

There was a perfidious Perfon in that Aflembly,one51^«- 
^/^^tw»i;e/,who was an Intelligencer to the Queen-Mother 
and carried preiently an account of their Confultationto 
her. She and her Party were nowpreffed with time,there- 
fore the execution of their Defign could be no longer de-] 
kyed than the next Night. So the Council met and re- 
folved, that not only the Perfons of Quality of the Reli- " 
gion ftiould be killed, but that every one of what condi- 
tion foeYer,that were of that Profeffion fhould be Maffa- 
cred. It was debated long,whether the Ring o£ Navarre 
and the Prince ofCMdefi[io\i\d perifh with the reft } for the' 
\\ Duke ofGuiJe his Party had a great mind to deftjfoy the 
* • •! whole Family of Bourbon : but as for the King of Navarre^ ^ 
it was thought contrary to the Laws of Nations, of Hos-

--jritality, arid ofNature, to murder! a King, that had 
come under truft to the Court, and was now fo nearly 
-allied to the King : and was guilty of no Crime^but; what 
lie liad from hisEducation. So it was relblved^he ftiould 
be fpared, and made change his Religion. But for the 
Prince of Cw^e, he was naturally fierce, and; that tem- 
per^ joined with the memory of his Father^ made them 
le(s inclined to lave him 5 Only the Dukeof J^er/^who 
liaflmarriedhis Wife Sifter, intierpbfed vjgoroufly for/ 
him, and Undertook that he ftiould become a goodCa* 
tholick,- and a fiithful Subjeft : And he prevailed, tho 
with great difficulty, that he ftiould be (pared. But for 
the reft,it was agreed on, to raife the Town of P^Ar,and ^ 
fct them upon them, who were inflamed into (uch a rage 
agairift that Party, that they knew it would be an eafy 
work to engage them in any fort of Cruely againft them; 
: The conduo: of it wa&committed to the Duke ofGuiJe^ . 
who undertook it very chearfuUy. He did firft commu* 
nicate it to the Guards, and ordered them to keep a ftrift 
; Watch, both about the Louvre^ and the places where the 
Admitd and his Friends were lodged, that none might 
c^pe 5 then he defired the Provoft for Major),6f P^r/i; 
and the chief Magiftrates and Of&ers of the City, would 
meet at Midnight in the Town-houfe, where they ftiould 
receive their Orders. They met accordingly, and it was 
intimated to them, that the Ring was now refolved ta 
deftroy the Hereticks, who had fo long diftraded hfe 
Kingdom: that therdfore every one ftiould go to his 
Quarter, and have all People in readine(s,with thjC grqat- 
eft lecrecy that might be, arid that they {hould have ma- 
ny Torches and Flambeaus ready, to light out at their 
Windows. The Sign ftiould be a whiteLinnen Sleeve on 
their left Arm, and a white Grols in their Caps : and at 
the tolling of the grieat Bell of the Palace, which ftiould

The Kjng in the mean wWk^was under great mmxor 

. tK)n. The horror of the FaQv the infamy djat would 

fellow it, .and the daiwer he might be uv if it either roif- 

curied, or w«re not rally executed, could not but fiU 

fcim with Confofion. But the C^ueen, whohad^jrer- 

come all <he iropreffions of Teudcrnefi and Pity , that are 

natural to her Sex, hearing of it,came to lam, and tidied 

to confirm him in his former refclutkms, reprefcodng to 

him all the trouble they had ^eii him in the. fermer 

Warvnd that he might expeaiyctwQrfc, ifhc would let 

go this opportunity, ofiecuringthe quiet of his whole 

Reign. She knew how to work upon him fi> well, th* 

in end (he prevailed, and the King firore deeply he 

would go thrcwgh w^ it. Upcni that, fliebemg im^ 

patient, and fearing a new turn m thelfings Tkoaghts, 

made the Bell of St. Gerawm he tolled, which was the 

,*vaming for rotting that in the Palace. 

This fetal ^gnal was ^venthe Mormag of the.a4«£€f 
AtguU^ St. Bartholomews d&j^ being Sundays and wite 
followed with a general Rifii^ of the whole City of Pit-, 
rw. The March of Sotddiers,the ncMie of thdr Armis, and 
the ikhtning of fo^ many Torches, awakened the poor 
Prote%wts^'who now fiiw vifibly that thdr rvnne wasboth 
near and inevitable. Some of them went out to the Greets, 
and adsed what the matter might be,-of fo jgoeat a CoBr 
cout4, and fo. many Torches and armed Men, atfudi 
ttti hour ? Some anfwered, as they had been inftruded 
to fey, till all tMngs (hould be ready, that there was to 
be a Mock-Siege of a Fort in the Lottvre, for die Kings 
i;Xverfion.SotheywentforWardtofeosfy their Curiofity, 
but «uiddy found it was a real MaflSicre,and not a Mocki- 
Siege that w-as iniieHded, and they were - the firft 
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SMrnfices oi that Hoody Fcitivky; Thefe ivere iW(^ 
dbcHit threcfcorc thaa&nd Men brought together. The 
Puke of i^HfJk^ with his Uncle Jnmatey Mfotred firft to 
fetisfie their revenge^iv the Admiral, aiid therefixte went 
to hisGate, where Coffewj kept guard, on defign to be- 
tray hkn the more efFedually.. He called to open the 
Gate 5 which being done, they killed the Porter and 
jtfoke into the Court. But the King erf" Navarr's ^ffis 
^wicadptl the next Gate, and mMe fome rcfiftance* 
This difinal noife awakenecl tte AdmiraL, wfeb at firft ap- 
l^ehended, it m^|ht be jfome Tumult of the Populace, 
which he hoped i& King s Guaids would eafily dilperfe. 
But when he perceived it encreafed, t4fcA Ifc ©M^ he Wab 
«6be deftroyra:. Sb^ he took his I^hMSbwti and gc% 
up: Thofe diat w^e about hkn were ainaised at tbecon- 
ibuicy of his mind, his MtniAer Mw^piaj^ 5 and 
when that was ended.

drove mkny to the Milis, and forced them to leapfiixn 
thence into the Rivet. B^ boafibed to the King hiinK 
&lf; that be had made an hundred and fifty leap that 
ttig^i And Ty5»4»» fays,heofi«i heard Cr^^r (ay, Tha«i 
^ith that Hand he had kiUed 400 : by which k leems 
he Was thought fi) ianftified, tlrathe wodd five no iotb- 
ger a common li^, but as a £u:red Peribn went to^an Her- 
mitage 5 where yet his^ crueity Idt him not 5 for during* 
the Warrs of the League, he drew a Flenrifli Merdiam: 
into his Cell and murqered him tiheoe. Thus^ wctc the 
jPrmeftants deftn^ed^ in Tunir, with a Treaichery 
and Cruelty that the uncivilized Nations had never 
Ihewed to one another, nor had the Heathens been ever 
guilty <X, any thing like it towuds the Chr^ans. The

. At Court all thoie generous Impreffions which fol- 
low noble Blood, feemed exdnguiflied. Men threw off 
Humanity, and Women l^d neither compaffipn nor 
modefty. The Queeh-Mother and her Ladies took plea- 
fure to look: upon the moll deteftable Objefts, and 
grficdily belaid fome obfcene and indecent (iffhts 5 bu|: 
it is not fit to write all that was then done. About nine 
of the Qock, the King font for the King of N^arre and 
the Prince of Conde^ and told them he was forced to ufe 
tiiiat fevereRemedyto.putanendto War and RebeyipQ^ 
-andhad therefore. deftroy!^ thofe,, Whotn hp qcmld f^ 
inducejtodbey': And for tbeffl,thoh?. had good re^fontq 
hate them mortally, fince they had led on a RebejlioTi ,^7 
gainfthim, yet incbnfideratidnof their BJood^ndAlli- 
aaceyhe was lefolved to fpare them if thiby would chapg? 
theii' Religion, -otherwife they ifeuft look :f9r no bett^ 
ni^e thaii their Servants bad met with. The King fpake 
this with great rage, fo that the Ring of Nofvarre being 
terrified, mid, That if the Ring would (ave their lives, 
and leave them their Cdnfciences free, they (hould in 
-all other things be commanded by him. ; But the Prince 
of Cv^de anfwered more boldly, Tha^ he might difJDofe 
of his Life and Eftate as he pleafed, but for his Religioni 
he owed an account of it to God alone, from whom h? 
had received, the knowkdgj of it. This refolute. An(wer 
put 'the . King in ' fccb a . n>ge> that, ^^er he bad. frejjted 
him. with moft abuiive language, he iwQre, That if he 
did not chmge within three days, he (hould hanj 
for it.. And Sdr ordered them to be ftridly, g^ar^eji 
At/t^e lame time.Jthcre were Jix^reit^^ dif^;jtch^ owr 
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all trume^ to fet on the People both m the-Townsranci 
Country, to imitate the example of tHeSP^/^^/;/,. and 
deftroy the Hereticks. Yet the King either du t of fbme; 
remorfe or flaame, wrote to his Ambafladours and the.' 
Gbvernouts of the Provinces, that (ame day : ' That the 
Duke bf Gaife^ and' others that adhered him,, having a' 
great intereft' in the City of Purk^ and apprehending 
that the Adnlifals - Friends w^re re(oived.to revenge his, 
Wound, had tlierefore, bojth to fecure themdiyes, N^nd 
to profecute their former Quarrels^ raifed the City of 
Park:^ and had broke through the Guards . fet to defend 
the Adiiiiral, and kiU^id him, and many other Perfons 
of Quality 5 the rage of the People being fiach,^ that th.Q 
Kings Guards could do nothing to reprefi it; Ther(:fi>rq 
he. was forced to keep himfelf within. the Lonvrc^ but 
had, as foonas was poffibley quieted the T6\yn ; fo that , 
all' things were put 10 order again j* and he was refolvecf 
ftill to maintain hisJEdidt, m^def for thellifiee Exercife of 
their Religion. VereptHtjdus lias printed the Copies of 
the Letters, direfted to jhe Goyernours of B^rg»/r^ and[ 
Tcuraih^ arid to the Town of Bdmges^ with the Memo- 
. rialJfenttb jthe Sir//J C>ntpns,:.all:3tQ the ^me purp<^^' . 
h^ririgdateth€'24(^of^^^.l And in another Letter 
'the King wrote, Thstt he bad made up a new agreement 
with the Ring of Navarre and the Prince of Covde^ and 
was refolved to. ran the fiime hazard with them, for re- 
venging the death of his Coufin the kte Admiral. But 
the Houfe of Guife ivduld not bear this, and made the 
King own, . that all was done by- his exprcis' Orders. Sq 
oh the 26th Kjf Jngf^Ji^ the King went to the Court .of 
Parliamenty^ and after an invidious repetition of all the . 
Troubles of his Reign, which yiCt; he (aid, he intended 
to have quieted by the late Treaty of Peace, he difco- 
Vered that the Admiral had con^ired to kill hkn, his 
' ; ^ Brother; 



1Brothers,and the King of J^^wrre^ndtofet up die ybutig 
Prince of Cmde ^ whom he alfo defigned afterwards^ 
to kiU^ that fo the whole Royal Family being deftroyed, 
he might make himfelf King : and iince extreain Difeafes 
required. extreamR.emedies,he was Screed to do what he 
had done 5 and concluded, tl|at all was done by his ex- 
prefi Order and Command. T^huanm the Father, tho he 
abhorred the thing, yet out of fear and tompliance, 
xnade abafe flattering SpeecK,of the necciffity of diffimu- 
lation in Princes, and did much comtnotid that iaying of 
Lewis the i ith. He who kp&vps net km to Diffemhle^ kjtaxcs 
mthonpAo Reign. . And T^ibrac the Attoumey General' 
moved ^the Kng, that the Declaration he had xmAi^ 
might be entred in their Regifters, and that ftri^ Or- 
ders might be given, to put an etKi to the Blood and 
Confufion with which the Qty was filled ; Both whkh 
.the King ordered to be d<»ic. The Dedaration which 
was thereupon publifhed on rfie 28*A, is printed by Vere^ 
mund$is. By it the King charged all Perfons, under pain 
of Death, tnrou^ the whole Kingdom, to do no in^ 
jury to the VrctytanU, And at die fame time declared 
it Capital^ for the FMeftants to have any Aflemblies; 
This was believed to be done rather on de£^ to de-^ 
ftroy, than lave the Hngonets : That they being but of 
apprehenfion of danger, might ftay aU at Home, and fii 
t>e more eafily Mailacred, On the 2^th o£ At^gnji^ a 
Jubilee was granted to all, who had been in this ^t* 
cheryj and they were commanded to go every wher^ 
to Church; and blefi Cod, for the fuccefs of that Adit 
on. -So little relcntiiTg had they, after all thefe Jblack 
Crimes, that diey imagined they had done God good 
fervice: And to that height did their Impudence rift, 
that they prefomed to addrefe to that Mcrcifol Beings 
who abhors cruel and btood-thirfty Men,, ^d that^vith 
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oaiiasiKiromyaemeawimDiooa, dqc mxAnmot it;» 
a Sacrifiee offered to Cod, wtuch had been a mtct Ob- 
la^n to him that was a hfstt and a Mfirdetrtr from the 
h^fmit^^^xaai the Qad of Tmh^ a$id Father of Mer^ 
wies. 

One remarkable Paflage fell out, whidi occaficmed 
much Di^courfe, and was vaxioufly conftruded by the 
feveral Parties. On the day of the Maflacre, about 
Noon, a white Thorn in the Church-yaid of the Innor 
cents, that was almoft dead> and had no Leaves on it, 
(lotiriflied all of a (udden. This was pubhffaed throu)^ 
the Streets oSFaris^vs a Sign, that Heaven approved their 
a^Hoo^^ani wasmadenie dFto animate them to new heats 
in their Crtidty : For every one was feton to kiUone ot 
other, that he might be faoiK)Qred with the (ight of fb un- 
ufiial a diii^ Some thought it might come nrom the na* 
tureof the Tree, and it was ^id, iiuch diinjzs were not 
extraordinary in Trees Df that kind, a litde before they 
became quite dead; Oiliers believed it might be the 
Toick of icme Monk, who pouring either hot Water, 
or ioaie prepared Waiter at the Rx)0£ of it, mi^ have 
done the feat. Bat ttieHabk did univeUallv aferibe tt 
t^ fi)me inimcukxB Caule, ofiK^they difi&red about that 
to which it icfcrred. The rta^JtoMts (aid, it fignifiedf 
^ii^ Innocence, and that a new Troop of Innocents 
were lent to Ifcaven, and therefore the Tree in the 
Church-yard of die Innocents flourifhed afrefl). The 
iPkpifiptiud^ i8%raificdthe joy in Heaven at that days 
wofk^: and diattbe Chuidi was to fio\iri(h again by the 
dead^ of die Hcretick& 

But leaving thefe diicandr^ on this (4^ Miracle, 
Ji/Lmplber that wis LoEd*&eeper, advi(ed. That for 
>ftifying> or at kaft midgatftig the C^nfiiies that 
xsmAit beinade on tfaeie pfoosedings, dieie (hould be a' 
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him guilty pf a Coulpiiacy againft the KirijK and the 
Rayal Blood ; andthere were feme few Proteftsaifty ke|* 
Priibners^ who had been taken oUtcrf*, the&jgliiffii Atti*- 
bafladors Lodgings, whotofave themfelves, theyhopVl 
ipight he bEOUght to acciiie the Admiral. But while this 
Mock-Proce(s was making, there was a real profecutioh 
of the like Cruelties ia many other parts of Frame. - 
At MeoHx^ a little Town jnbtfar from Parish xhxj 
beggn on the 2 5/A of Anguji^ being Monday^ and fpent 
the whole Week in fliedding more Blood. They Blfcd 
two hundred 3 many of thofe were Women , whom 
they Forced before they Murdered them. At'Ir^e in 
ChampSgne^ about the (ame nunrfjer was killed. ) At Or- 
teans^ a thouland were alfo killed. .Sik or feven hun- 
dred ^tRoatfy tho die Gbyernour did what he could 
to hinder it. At TSiwr^ei, Nev&fj znA^Charite^ all they 
fcund were killed 'htTholoufi two hundred^ w»e kil^ 
led. Pit BurdeoHXy they were for>fome time Jnluij^nce, 
being afraid of the Rochellersi^ buttbe Priefts did fb in- 
flame the Multitude, that the Governour ' could not re-> 
ftrain their rage longer, than the beginning ofOiSfoter y 
£0 then they Maffacred all that they could find. Thiy 
beginning, was followed by all the Towns on the Gar-- 
vime. "But next to T^aru^ Lw^s was the plade where 
the moft barbarous Cruelties wer^ aftedl ThejGover*^ 
nour had a miod to^iave the Pr^/e/^^wfr,^ and gathered* 
together about fix Off feven huBdredf of them, whom he 
lodged in feveral Prifbns> that^ (o he nright prefetve 
Aem: And to give the People fome contenti- he grant- 
ed^them^ the pillage dF dieir^ Houies; But thqr w^e (b r > 
heated by the Ckigie, and by ibme that were fern from* 
the Court,, to promote the Maflacre every, where, thati 
a^y broke ojgea. the Pjiibxii and murdered tb^ a%: 
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orated their ikxlicstiM^oiighttiie Streets, andopenedthe 
Belliesof the £ittcft of them, to (HI dieir Greefe to Apch 
thecaries, Ani-when they could do no more, ttey 
threwthiemimotheRhrer oflJAj/Sre, which was colour- 
ed with the Blood, and filled with the Qircafes of the 
flain. Thde Examples were followed in many more 
places, but detefted by others, who were not Papifts e- 
nough, to overcome Nature arid all Morality. The Go- 
yemours in Ibme places reftiained the People 3 and in 
many places the Souldiers, tho more inured to Blood, 
defended the Proteftants from the Rable, that were fet 
on by the Priefts. The Anlwer the Governour ofBajonne 
made,defervcs to be remembred, who wrote to the King 
in thde Words.

put JR^f/?e/in his Hands, if he would (pare his Life: But 
that being rejcded, he offered to accufe the Admiral, to 
preferve himfelf. But neither was that confidered. All 
that while, his Fdlow-SufFerer C^m^wer continued rooft 
(erious in his Devotions,^ and for three -hours tether, 
was either Praying or reciting (bme Pfalms : and expreffed 
no concern for his Life, his Noughts bein^ wholly em- 
ployed about Eternity. He encouraged Briquemaut to die 
as he had lived,andto turn himfelf to God,and not to (bin 
{o honourable a Life, as he had led, with an ignomini- 
ous end. And he feeing, he muft die, recoUefted his 
Thoughts, and feemed afhamed of his former abjeft be- 
haviour, and compofed and prepared himfelf for Death. 
They both were carried to the place of Execution in 
Hurdles, where they not only fiiffered the reptoches of 
the Multitude, as they went along (who threw Filth and 
Clay at them with their moft fcurrilous Language^ but 
Death it felf with much Chriflrian Patience anci Magna- 
nimity. They were hanged at the Grez;e, and their Bo- 
dies, after they were dead, were barbaroufly mangled by 
the cruel Multitude. With them the brave Admiral was 
hanged in Effigie, whofe Innocence, as well as their own, 
they did to their laft Breath aflfert. The King who de- 
lighted in fueh bloody Speftacles, did not only look on 
himfelf, with the Queen-Mother, and the Courts but 
forced the King of Navarre likewife to be a Witnefi 
of it. 

: Itisneedlefstoiaymudi, for evincing the Admiral's ' 
Innocence, for all the Writers of the time acknowledg, 
fhePjoceli was only to cover the infamy of the Mailacre..

TUs is the true and juft account of that foul and

How the reft of the World looked on this' A(9:ioni 
may be eafily gathered from the Inclinations and Intc-^ 
refts of tlie feveral Parties. That all Proteftants did 
every where abhpr it, and hold the remembrance of it, 
ftill in deteftation, needs not ^ be* doubted. All that 
were. noble or generous in the Roman Church were 
afhamed of it, but many extolled it to the Heavens as a 
wbxjk of Angels ^ and otliers^ did caft the.bkme of it on 
the Proteftants. The Court of Sfain x^piQcd openly at : 
it/. Thjey deKghted in the ftiedding of Proteftant Blood t » 
and were alfo glad to fee Fr^w/^e again embroird, andta ' 
be freed of the fears they had of a Wat m Flanders. In 
which if the French King had engaged, he had in. all l 
appearance conquered in one year, that for which his . 
SucceiJbrs have been fince fighting a whole Age*. . 

But let us next examine how tlie tidings of this Mafi 
(acre were received at Rome^ hy which we may judg 
how fitly that part of - Antichrift s Charafter, of lewg : 
drunks TPpith the JBlood of the Sawts^^ ^gr€t^- to if. - The 
News was brought thither tht6th of Seftemhery up^ - 
on which a Confiftory of the . Cardinals -was prefently 
called, and the Legate s Letter, thatxontained a Relati-^ - 
on of the MaffacrCy being read, they went: ftraight in a ^ 
Propefiion to St. ^ar^s Church, where they offered

And on 
Monday following^ there was anomer Proceffion made

Cardinal ceWbffated 'Mais himlelf And in the King of 
France his Name he thanked the Pope and the -Cardi-* 
nak, for their good^Couttcils, the help they had given 
him, and the dflllhrnce hae received from their Prayers, 
^^ of whidhTie had found moft wonderful eflfefts. fle alfo 
delivered ^the Kim-s liettcrs to the Pope, in which he 
Wrote, Thta p^re Heretics had been dej^jed "in ihMone 
,581* ^^ timiinnilthe ttpeive jenrs^theWar. 

-Nor did the^ope thtiik there was -yet Blood ^enougk 
(hcd, but'that-which all the World condemned asexeeP 
five Cruelty, he apprehended was too gentle. There- 
fore he lent Cardinal Urjin his Legate in all hafte to> 
France^ to thank the King for fo great a Service done the 
Church, and to defire him to go on, ande^ttirpate He- 
refieRoot andBrailch, thatit might neve^: grow again. 
In order to whxh, he ^^as to procure the Council of 
Trent to be received in France 5 and as the Legat paP 

tied through, in his Journey to Tarky he gave a Plenary' 
Abfolution .to all that had been Aftors in the MiP 
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The beft Picture-drawers, and workers of Tapiftry^were 
dlib put to work to fet off this Adtion with all poffible 
glory^ and a Sute of thefe Hangings are to this day in 
the Pope's Chappeht So well do they like the thin^^ 
< that they preferve the remembrance of it ftill, even ia 
the plaqe of their Worlhip. Such a reprefentation do« 
indeed very well agree with their Devotion/ whpfe 
Religion and Doftrine led •on their Votaries to thft 
thing fo expreffcd.^ By this we may eafily gather whafe 
is to be expected fJom that Court, ^d what we oughtt 
to look for, when-ever we are at thejiercy of Men^ 
whofe Religion will not only bear mem through, but 
fet them on to commit the moft Treacherous and Bloody.
